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INTRODUCTION 


Financial  Aid  is  money  to  help  meet  the  costs  of  post-secondary 
education.   There  are  several  kinds  of  financial  aid. 

-  Grants 

Money  that  is  given  to  the  student  which  does  not  require 
repayment.   Most  grants  are  governmental  money. 

-  Loans 

■Money  that  is  typically  repaid  after  leaving  school  at  lower 
interest  rates  than  regular  bank  loans. 

-  Work-study 

Money  that  is  used  to  create  paying  jobs  for  students.   Jobs 
are  usually  on  campus  and  sometimes  related  to  career  goals 
or  fields  of  study. 

-  Scholarships 

Non-repayable  monies  awarded  for  academic  performance,  special 
skills,  achievement,  or  need.   Scholarships  are  private  money 
that  can  come  from  foundations,  trusts,  civic  groups,  profes- 
sional societies  or  corporations. 

-  Special  Aid  Programs 

Governmental  programs  for  distinct  groups  of  people.  Special 
aid  programs  provide  grants,  allowances,  special  services,  or 
a  reduction  in  fees  to  eligible  participants. 

A  majority  of  student  financial  aid  comes  from  governmental  sources. 
Changes  due  to  Federal  funding  cuts  can  alter  the  amount  of  funds,  eligibil- 
ity requirements  and  loan  interest  rates.   It  is  important  to  get  the  most 
current  information  on  the  type(s)  of  financial  aid  you  are  interested  in 
from  the  contact  listed  next  to  programs. 

EXPLANATION  OF  FINANCIAL  AID 

All  Montana  colleges  and  universities,  and  many  vocational  schools, 
provide  financial  aid  assistance  to  students  who  need  help  in  paying  for 
their  schooling. 

Students  arc  responsible  for  applying  for  financial  aid  separate  from 
admission  to  school.  Each  year  that  you  are  in  school,  you  must  apply  for 
financial  aid  in  order  to  receive  it. 

When  you  apply  for  financial  aid,  the  school  will  determine  an  amount 
you  and  your  family  should  provide.  If  there  is  a  difference  between  what 
you  and  your  family  arc  expected  to  pay  and  what  it  costs,  the  school  will 
attempt  to  make  up  the  difference  with  financial  aid. 
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The  amount  and  kind  of  aid  you  can  get  is  based  on  your  financial  need. 
Most  students  who  receive  aid  get  a  combination  of  grants,  loans,  scholarships 
and  work-study.   This  is  known  as  a  financial  aid  package. 

The  financial  aid  package  is  set  up  by  the  Financial  Aid  Office  at  the 
school  to  which  you  apply.   The  Financial  Aid  Office  uses  information  yon 
provide  to  prepare  the  package. 


APPLYING  FOR  FINANCIAL  AID 

The  following  is  the  process  to  use  when  applying  for  financial  aid  at 
a  Montana  college,  university,  or  vocational  technical  school. 

STEP  I 

Obtain  a  Financial  Aid  Form  (FAF)  from  a  high  school  counselor  or  the 
Financial  Aid  Office  at  any  Montana  college,  university  or  vocational  tech- 
nical school.   Fill  out  the  forms   accurately  and  completely  using  your  full 
legal  name  and  Social  Security  number. 

The  FAF  should  be  completed  and  mailed  prior  to  March  1.   The  FAF  contains 
information  from  the  IRS  1040  Income  Tax  Form.   Thus,  it  is  important  for  stu- 
dents (or  dependent  students'  parents)  to  fill  out  their  taxes  in  January  or 
early  February. 

STEP  II 

Submit  the  completed  FAF  to  the  College  Scholarship  Service  (CSS)  in 
February  so  that  the  CSS  receives  your  FAF  before  March  1.   This  deadline  is 
important.   If  you  cannot  file  the  FAF  before  March  1,  notify  the  Financial 
Aid  Office  at  the  school  before  March  1. 

Upon  receipt  of  your  FAF  application,  CSS  will  send  you  (or  your  parents 
if  you  are  a  dependent  student)  an  acknowledgement,  confirming  which  schools 
are  to  receive  your  FAF  information. 

STEP  III 

If  you  applied  for  assistance  through  the  PELL  Grant  on  your  FAF  form, 
you  will  be  sent  a  Student  Aid  Report  (SAR) .   Submit  the  SAR  to  the  Financial 
Aid  Office  of  the  school  you  plan  to  attend. 

STEP  IV 

Contact  the  Financial  Aid  Office  of  the  school  you  plan  to  attend  if 
you  have  any  specific  questions  concerning  the  status  of  your  application.

Students  applying  for  scholarships  should  contact  the  Financial  Aid  Office 
of  the  school  they  plan  to  attend.   You  can  also  apply  directly  to  a  scholar- 
ship-granting organization.   This  organization  could  be  a  foundation,  business 
or  professional/civic  group.   When  applying  directly,  you  should  request  a 
scholarship  application  form  and  information  on  eligibility  requirements  and 
deadlines.   Send  a  stamped,  self-adressed  envelope  to  the  scholarship  organi- 
zation with  your  initial  letter.   Do  not  send  your  transcript  until  you  have 
received  the  above  information. 
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Students  interested  in  financial  aid  through  governmental  special 
aid  programs  need  to  contact  the  governmental  agency  involved  (See  Special 
Aid  Programs  for  a  list  of  the  agencies).   Special  aid  programs  may  change 
during  1983  due  to  state  and  federal  funding  levels.   Contact  the  special 
aid  program  agency  to  learn  about  the  current  status  of  a  particular  pro- 
gram. 

All  students  needing  financial  aid  should  review  the  scholarship  and 
special  aid  program  information.  There  may  be  other  monies  for  which  you 
are  eligible,  or  you  may  find  information  on  new  financial  aid  sources.

SCHOLARSHIPS 


There  are  thousands  of  entities  which  grant  scholarships  to  students 
meeting  their  special,  interest  requirements.   By  doing  some  research,  you 
can  locate  scholarship  funds  .   When  contacting  scholarship-granting 
organizations  directly,  ask  for  an  application  form  and  information  on  eligi- 
bility requirements  and  deadlines.   Remember  to  send  a  stamped,  self-addressed 
envelope  when  writing  to  scholarship-granting  organizations. 

The  following  is  a  list  of  resources  for  finding  scholarships: 

Montana  citizens  may  conduct  a  free,  computerized  scholarship  information 
search  through  their  public  library.   This  search  can  help  you  locate 
scholarship-granting  foundations  across  the  United  States.   Tell  your 
local  librarian  you  want  to  order  a  free,  "on-line  computer  search"  for 
scholarship  foundations. 

Most  Montana  colleges  and  universities,  and  some  vocational  schools,  have 
scholarship  programs.   Contact  the  Financial  Aid  Office  of  the  school  you 
plan  to  attend  for  scholarship  information.   Also,  contact  the  head  of 
the  department  of  your  major  and  the  campus  alumni  office  for  scholarship 
sources . 

Athletic  scholarships  are  offered  at  many  Montana  colleges  and  universities. 
Contact  the  Athletic  Department  at  the  school  you  plan  to  attend.   The 
National  Directory  of  College  Athletics  lists  the  coaches  for  most  two 
and  four-year  schools  in  the  United  States.   The  Directory  does  not  list 
specific  sport  scholarships.   It  does  list  coaches  who  may  then  be  con- 
tacted concerning  athletic  scholarships.   The  Directory  may  be  ordered 
for  $15  from  Ray  Franks  Publishing,  Box  7068,  Amarillo,  Texas  79109. 

To  find  information  about  awards  reserved  for  a  particular  area  of  study 
(i.e.  law,  medicine,  education,  etc.),  send  letters  of  inquiry  to  related 
professional  organizations.   Also,  make  personal  contacts  with  professionals 
working  in  that  area. 

Contact  your  local  Chamber  of  Commerce  for  a  list  of  civic  organizations 
in  your  community.   Many  civic  groups  (Elks,  Zonta,  Pilot's  Club,  Busi- 
ness and  Professional  Women)  have  local  scholarship  programs. 

Write  to  local  businesses,  corporations,  and  unions  and  ask  if  they 
sponsor  scholarship  awards.   Addresses  of  Montana  businesses  may  be  re- 
searched through  the  local  Chamber  of  Commerce  and  the  Montana  State 
Library,  1515  East  Sixth  Avenue,  Helena,  Montana  59620. 

If  you  are  a  member  of  a  minority  racial/ethnic  group,  meet  with  representa- 
tives of  local  organizations.   Tribal  Education  Specialists,  Talent  Search 
Coordinators,  and  urban  Indian  Alliances  have  scholarship  information  for 
Native  American  students.   Also,  write  to  minority  affairs  and  financial 
aid  officers  on  college/university  campuses.

There  are  many  scholarships  available  to  women,  especially  adult  women 
who  are  returning  to  school.

MILITARY  BENEFITS: 

Basic  Eligibility  Requirements : 
Vary  with  the  specific  program. 

Description : 

A  variety  of  pre-service  and  in-service  financial  aid  is  offered. 
Pre-service  programs  include  the  Armed  Forces  Health  Professions 
Scholarship  (AFHPS) ,  Reserve  Officer  Training  Corps  (ROTC)  and 
Military  Academies.   All  pre-service  programs  require  participants 
to  enter  active  military  service  upon  completion  of  their  education. 

The  AFHPS  program  covers  tuition,  fees,  books,  supplies  and  provides 
a  monthly  stipend  to  students  in  medical  and  osteopathic  schools. 
The  ROTC,  available  for  Air  Force  and  Army  in  Montana,  provides  monthly 
stipends  as  well  as  money  to  cover  all  direct  costs  of  a  post-secondary 
education,  except  room  and  board.   Military  academies  provide  students 
with  a  bachelor's  degree  and  officer's  commission  while  paying  the 
full  cost  of  education. 

The  military  also  offers  in-service  programs  to  persons  in  the  mili- 
tary.  These  include  tuition  plans,  cooperative  degree  programs  and 
consortium  colleges.

WORK  INCENTIVE  PROGRAM : 

Basic  Eligibility  Requirements : 

Most  AFDC  (Aid  to  Families  with  Dependent  Children)  recipients  (most 
mothers  with  children  on  welfare  or  children  of  parents  on  AFDC) 

Description: 

Eligible  students  may  receive  AFDC  payments,  tuition  and  fees,  day 
care,  medicaid,  and  food  stamps  while  attending  school.   Most  persons 
on  AFDC  may  attend  any  post-secondary  school  without  jeopardizing  or 
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interrupting  AFDC  benefits.   There  are  time  limitations  on  education. 
Availability  of  WIN  education  benefits  varies  with  federal  funding 
allocations .

WESTERN  INTERSTATE  COMMISSION  FOR  HIGHER  EDUCAT I  ON  (WICHE) : 

Basic  Eligibility  Requirements : 

Montana  residents  enrolled  in  educational  programs  in  other  states 
when  those  fields  of  study  are  not  available  in  Montana. 

Description: 

The  WICHE  Professional  Student  Exchange  Program  is  for  Montana 
students  enrolled  in  eight  professional  programs  not  offered  in 
Montana.   WICHE  students  receive  preference  in  admissions.   They 
pay  resident  tuition  at  public  schools  or  1/3  tuition  at  private 
schools.   The  WICHE  Community  College  Student  Exchange  Program 
provides  eligible  Montana  students  the  opportunity  to  attend  community 
colleges  in  Idaho  and  Wyoming  and  pay  in-state  tuition.

Talent  Search  helps  students 
find  funding  to  go  to  school.  Coordinators  have  extensive  information 
on  financial  aid  for  Native  American  students.

Basic  Eligibility  Requirements: 

Native  American  students  of  at  least  25%  American  Indian  blood  as 
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recognized  by  a  federally  registered  tribe.

All  schools  in  the  Montana  University  System  grant  fee  waivers  to 
eligible  students.

FEE  WAIVERS: 

Basic  Eligibility  Requirements: 

Undergraduate  and  graduate  students  who  meet  prescribed  criteria. 

Description: 

All  schools  in  the  Montana  University  System  grant  limited  number 
of  waivers  of  (1)  registration  and  incidental  fees;  (2)  out-of-state 
fees,  to  students  meeting  eligibility  criteria.   Eligibility  criteria 
covers  wide  variety  of  particular  groups.

OTHER  WAYS  TO  CUT  COSTS 


COMPANY/UNION  TUITION: 

If  you  are  currently  employed,  check  to  see  if  your  company  or  union 
offers  a  tuition  aid  plan.   Many  companies  and  unions  will  pay  a  portion 
of  tuition  for  courses  related  to  a  full-time  employee's  current  job  or  pos- 
sible advancement  within  the  company.   Ask  your  supervisor,  personnel  director/ 
shop  steward,  local  union  leader  about  tuition  aid  plans.   Also  inquire  about 
other  financial  aid  programs,  such  as  scholarships,  paid  education  leave  and 
apprenticeship  training  funds  which  may  be  available  for  employees  and/or  their 
dependents . 

EMPLOYMENT: 


Financial  Aid  Offices  and  local  Job  Service  Offices  can  help  students 
find  part-time  jobs  off  campus.   Ask  employers  about  job-shared  positions 
(part-time  work  in  which  employees,  usually  two,  share  work,  usually  one  full- 
time  job)  and  flextime  schedules  (a  system  where  the  employee  has  control  over 
starting  and  stopping  times  of  work  day) . 

ON-CAMPUS  HOUSING: 

You  can  reduce  your  living  expenses  by  living  in  student  housing.  Most 
schools  have  facilities  for  older  and  married  students  in  addition  to  dormi- 
tories for  recent  high  school  graduates. 

By  joining  a  meal  plan,  you  can  lower  your  food  costs.   You  may  want  to 
apply  for  a  job  as  a  resident  assistant  or  dormitory  director.   Most  schools 
offer  these  staff  members  free  room  and  board  in  exchange  for  supervisory  and 
maintenance  duties. 
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CHILD  CARE  FACILITIES: 

If  you  have  young  children,  look  into  university-operated  day  care 
facilities.   Many  schools  provide  this  service  for  faculty  members  and 
students  at  reduced  rates. 

SHORTCUT  TIME  IN  SCHOOL: 

You  can  cut  college  costs  by  getting  credit  by  examination  and  through 
external  degree  programs.   Contact  the  Registrar's  Office  at  the  school  of 
your  choice  for  more  information.
